FROM OTTAWA 


Bulletin Correspondence. 

The third reading of the transcon- 
tinental railway pill was under dis- 
cussion during the whole of yesterday, 
and will probably be reached today. 
A number of amendments were moved 


by members of the opposition and 
were defeated by a vote of 75 to 37. 
The course of the debate, :he argu- 
ments used, and especially the amend- 
ments proposed, fixed clearly the atti- 
tude oi the opposition as one of de- 
liberate and aetermined hostility to 
the transcontinental railway scheme. 
Not because it 1s a new railway, but 
because, being a new railway, it is be- 
ing built to give competition in rail- 
Way transportation throughout the 
Northwest and across Canada, instead 
of being Luiit to strengtben the mon- 
opoly of the C. P. R. When boiled 
down the whole objection is that the 
Grand trunk, and not the C. P. R., 
is the company which will operate the 
road. As already pointed out, while 
the opposition dare net come out 
squarely against a proposition for 
another transcontipentai' railway, 
every effort is exhausted to secure 
delay, in the bope of thereby throw- 
ing over the scheme altogether. 

The first amendment was moved by 
Mr. Borden, and was in the nature of 
an alternative proposition, such as he 
had sketched am his principal speech 
on the resojution. He went ever the 
points of his proposal aod discussed at 
jength the criticism of the postmaster 
general, which had been directed 
against.his preposais. Clearly he had 
been placed upon tbe defensive and his 
defence was necessarily weak. His pro- 
posals have already been mentioned, 
and as he added nothing new need not 
be repeated. It may be mentioned, 
however, that in support of what he 
called bis scheme, he said that his pro- 
posal for the prairre section of the 
western division was exactly the same 
as that of the government, namely, to 
assist the Grand Trunk Company, on 
terms which weuld relieve the public 
treasury from danger of having to 
pay interest on the cost of construc- 
tion. He was very definite on the 
poiat thatethere was no need of two 
railways from Edmonton westward to 
the coast, therefore, he would insist 
on the C. N. R. and the G. T. R. 
using the one line and would delay 
operations until they came to an 
agreement. He objected to the gov- 
eroament scheme because of the lack 
of knowledge of the eastern section ; 
becauso the transportation commis- 
sion bad not yet reported; because 
ot che absence of safeguards as_ to 
the carriage of traffic to Canadian 
ports: because specific rates bad not 
been provided for; because the pro- 
posed railroad would side-track the 
water route; because the large ex- 
penditure upon it would withdraw ex- 
penditure from the lake ports and the 
improvement of navigation, and be- 
canse it would strangle the Intercol- 


onial Railway.

During the discussion which fol- 
lowed, Mr. Oliver spoke as follows: 

Mr. OLIVER. The understanding in 
regard to this debt account which 
prevails in the Northwest Territories 
is perhaps not the same as has been 
voiced so far in this discussion. The 
idea there is that at confederation the 
original provinces were heavily invol- 
ved in debt, and when other pro- 
winces were added to confederation 
which were not so much in debt, they 
received a credit from what was 
ealled the debt account, to put them 
on an equal footing with the original 
provinces ip respect to the indebted- 
mess of these original provinees. It 
is under that bead that the Terri. 
tories would claim a credit at the 
hands of the Dominion when the time 
for provincia! organization comes. Be- 
lieving tbat the Territories would be 
entitled to such a credit under the 
fundamenial arrangements of confed- 
eration, they consider that thoy have 
a right to an advance on that account 
if required and as required. That 
debt account is based on the popula- 
tion of the provinces at the time each 
entered confederation, and because of 
that fact, there 1s not that unani- 
mous and urgent demand for provin- 
cial organization in the Territories 
that some of our friends seem to 
think. The larger the population of 
the Territory at 
confederation as a province, the 
larger the debt account in favor of 
the new province will be, and there- 
fore the greater the advantage to the 
territory, the longer it waits and the 
larger its population is. 


Mr. SPROULE. Are we to infer 


that the Territories do not want pro- 


¥incial autonomy, but that they pre- 
fer to remain without it 
until they get a larger population ? 

Mr. OLIVER. 


the people in the Territories—we be- 


lieve that it is better to wait until 
we can be assured of a more satisfac- 
based upon in- 


tory arrangement, 
greased population, than we possibly 
coald expect to get today. 

Mr. SPROULE. Then the argument 
of Mr. Hauitain in tavor ot provincial 
autonomy would seem to be unfound- 
ed. 1 judged from _ the correspon- 
dence that the Territories were 
strongly ir favor of autonomy. 

The PRIME MINISTER. Divided in 
opinion. 

Mr. SPROULE. I refer to the re- 
solution passed by the Iegislature, and 
the correspondence +.submitted to 


strengthen the argument of Premier 
Haultain. 
Mr. OLIVER. The conditions sur- 


rounding Premier Haultains proposi- 
tion might perhaps be explained a lit- 
tle more fully. For a matter of 7 
or 8 years the subsiay granted to the 
Territories was pratically at a stand- 
still, and at fhe same time population 
was increasing, and our responsibili- 
ties were increasing. 

Mr. SPROULE. 1 think that the ar- 
rangement made with the Territories 
was, that as population increased the 
grant would increase. 

Mr. OLIVER. There is no arrange- 
ment with the Territories. The grant 
is a matter of ordinary vote by par- 
liament from year to year. Naturally 
if the grant is not liberal, and if it 
4s not advancea in amount according 
to increased population and responsi- 
bilities, the government of the North- 
west Territories falls back at once up- 
on the mghts which it would have 
were it given provincial organization. 
That was the condition which gave 
rise to the present demand (if you 
may say 50) for provincial 1utonomy. 
Mr. Hauitain wanted to cet the ben- 
efit of the dept account — which he 
would have on the then existing popu- 
lation, and to get such other grants 
as properly belong to a province, be- 
lieving that he would then be finan- 
cially better off then he was undec 
the system of yearly grants, which 
practically stood still for a number of 
vears. But since that time, the sub- 
sidies bave been very largely increased 
and particularly so during the pre- 
sent year. The increase of _ subsidy 
changes the position very considerably 
in regard to the demand for provin- 
cial organization. In my estimation 
at any rate—tn a country such as the 
Territories, where the financial needs 
are very great—the financial question 
js the chief question. The obtaining 
of money with which to carry out 
public improvements and to keep edu- 
pational facilities up to 4 modes 
standard, is the creat object er) 
the government desires to attain, a 
if it be attained, then the chief 4 
ject of local government Is attained.

Mr. SPROULE. | mean that in- 
stead of giving this money by way of 
loan, we should take into account the 
very exceptions! needs of the Terri- 
tories and give a subsidy to suit their 
requirements from time to time, not 
to give it ia the shape of a loan,which 
would be régarded as a debt. 

Mr. OLIVER. As a member for the 
Territories 1 have nothing to urge in 
Opposition to the suggestion. If 
parliament will vote this year the 
$1,046,000 suggested by the minister of 
finance and also the sum of $250,000 
for current expenses | shal] certainly 
support the vote and he very ylad to 
support it; but I may say that such 
generosity on the part of parliament 
would be a surprise to me and I think 
that Premier Haultain and his gov- 
ernment, if they are at all inclined to 
be fleshy, would be very likely to be 
stricken with apoplexy at such an 
exhibition of generosity, as compared 
with the action of parliament on 
previous occasions. However, if the 
hon. gentleman will move that. I will 
be very giad to support him aad if he 
would prefer to make it $500,000 _ in- 
stead of $250,000, 1 will support that. 

Mr. GILMOUR. Does the hon. gen- 
tleman (Mr. Oliver) consider that up 
to the present time the Territories 
have received all they were entitled to 
in grants and that this $250,000 
should now be considered as an ad- 
vance to them f 

Mr. OLIVER. No, | do not think 
they have been getting as much as 
they have been entitled to, but I cer- 
tainly think the grant this year is 
fairly liberal. The House will under- 
stand that as one of the members re- 
presenting the Northwest Territories, 
who have been continuaily accused 
since we have be2n in the House of de- 
manding too much from parliament, 
I have felt some diffidence in pressing 
demands for very large advances of 
money. I certainly felt that a 
grant of $1,000,000 in the present year 
was a very fair allowance and I was 
glad to accept it and also to accept 
the advance of $256,000 for permanent 
improvements. But if the opinion of 
the House bas changed, if it has be- 
come generous in these matters, I can 
assure the House that the Northwest 
Territories government can expend a 
larger amount, and if hon. members 
are desirous of voting this $250,000 as 
an addition to the yearly grant/I will 
be glad to support them in that and, 
as 1 Said, if they will make it $500,000 
I will still support them, and I can 
assure them that the money will be 
well expended. 

in the further course of the debate 
Mr. Oliver spoke as follows on the 
subject of provincial autonomy - 

Mr. OLIVER. There seems to be 
some misunderstanding as to what 
the people of the Territories, through 
their legislature, were asking for. It 
is held out to the House that as they 
were asking for provincial autonomy, 
they were asking for it on the same 
terms as it 3s enjoyed by the other 
provinces. 1 wiat to say that the 
Northwest legislature is not asking 
for provincial autonomy on the same 
terths as it has been received by the 
other provinces. It is asking for 
provincial autonomy subject to two 
conditions radically different from 
those on which it has been received by 
the others. One condition is that the 
per capita allowance shali be revised 
on the basis of population arrived at 
by a census taken every five years; 
and the other is that the debt ac- 
count shall be revised at the end of 
the ten-year census. Now, it is “an 
essential principle of provincial or- 
ganization throughout the Dominion 
that the per capita allowance on pop- 
ulation remains the same from the 
entrance of the province into confed- 
eration, and that the debt account 
remains the same. Therefore, when 
the Territones ask for provincial or- 
ganization they are asking for it on 
radically different terms trom those 
on which the other provinces have re- 
ceived it. When hon. members ure 
so ready to grant provincial organiza- 
tion, it will be interesting to know 
whether they are willing to grant it 
on those terms Those are the terms 
upon which it is asked, and the in- 
ference is that it would not be accept- 
able on other terms; and circum- 
stances being us they are, 1 take the 
liberty of say.ne that it would not 
be acceptable on other terms, terms 
which did not provide for a revision 
of these accounts at reasonable 


periods.
